Buying At Auction 


Buying at auction is one of the most satisfactory and economical 
ways of adding to your collection. In effect it permits you to see 
the stock of a great many dealers simply by glancing through their 
auction catalogues. Many of the auctions printed in our columns 

pases gee will offer you a great many choice stamps 
that you have doubtlessly been 
looking for so do not fail to scan 
these advertisements. It is a simple mat- 
ter if you know what you want. These 
sales are mostly arranged in alphabetical 
order so that *£ you have some wants in 
Grenada, Malta, Norway, Russia or other 
countries, it takes but a few minutes to 
check and see if they are being offered. 
Bidding is then a simple and easy matter 
and you merely sit and wait till the sale 
is over to learn if you were successful. 
One of the first things to do when plan- 
ning to buy at auction is to carefully 
read and if necessary study the printed 
terms of the sale, with particular atten- 
tion to the description symbols and in- 
formation as to the condition and quality 
of the stamps. Because you may have 
read such terms in some auction catalogs, 
ice gp mi - one bid on any anne with- 

out studying these terms in relation to 

GEO. W. LINN the sale on which you are going to bid- 
For sad to relate there are so many different ways of describing 
stamps and listing them that you may bid with one expectation as 
to condition when if you had carefully read the terms and descrip- 
tions you would have known that your expectations would not 
match with the cataloguers descriptions even tho you thought they 
did. A clear understanding of what you are bidding on will avoid 
misunderstanding between you and the dealer. ~ 

After you have studied the terms etc., then it is time to make 
your bids. You can do this either on a printed bid sheet which 
may be in the catalogue or printed in this paper for your conven- 
ience or you can use a plain blank sheet of paper. If you use plain 
paper merely put your name and address at the top of the sheet, 
then list the lots you want to bid on in a vertical row at the left 
side of the sheet. Following the list of lot numbers you place the 
highest figure you are willing to pay for the lot. 

If several lots are bid on you merely rule a line down the 
sheet and bring down a new column of lot numbers and bids. 

If unknown to the auctioneer give references which should be 
in the form of names of any societies you belong to with your num- 
ber. If not a member of any society, then give names of dealers 
who have allowed you credit on sales of stamps or with whom you 
have done business for some time. Other thar this bank references 
or local references are good. 

On the other hand you can advise the dealer to notify you of 
any lots that are bought for you with the information that you will 
remit on receipt of invoice when he can then mail the stamps to 
you. Use an extra sheet of paper for any information or correspon- 
dence other than your bids as these must be handled by the dealer 
and any letter should be on a separate sheet of paper. 


As we have said, study the terms and condition of the stamps as 
listed by the auction house and then put down your highest price. 
You will find for a very large number of stamps that you can buy 
them at auction for less money than you would find them priced if 
you walked into a dealer’s store and looked through his stock books. 
This fact should encourage a great many people to bid at auction 
as it is one of the most economical ways to buy stamps. The catalogue 
numbers of the stamps are listed and you can check with your cata- 
logue to see if sets are complete as offered. 


The collector who is specializing in some country will often 
find it very desirable to buy some of the lots by countries so fre- 
quently offered in Auctions: I have at times been able to buy such 
lots as low as 20 cents on the dollar of catalogue and have found 
them very desirable buys on many occasions. 


With the exception of United States issues you will find that 
the matter of centering is given little attention in comparison to 
what is demanded in U. S. stamps. When bidding on U. S. you may 
find it necessary to bid close to catalog or even over catalog if you 
are demanding the very finest condition. For many higher priced 
stamps which are not described as very fine or superb, you will find 
that prices are very reasonable, 


Some couple years ago I bought a perfection copy of the $1.00 
Columbian at auction for $26.00. But it had no gum. Had the same 
stamp been with full original gum it would have brought around 
$45.00 or more. I think it is a smart buy to buy such stamps without 
gum as with the smaller investment I can have more stamps. When 
it comes to resale I will certainly get as much advance in percen- 
tage over.cost as I would have gotten for the full gum copy and then 
my stamp will remain in fine condition while an awful lot of high 
value Columbians are developing cracks from the gum, so that 
unless the gum is removed from some of this material it is even- 
tually going to disintegrate- 


The principal feature to look for in your stamps is nice center- 
ing and see that there are no tears or cracks. A stamp once folded and 
pressed out will readily develop that crack if not handled very 
carefully. 


One of the nicest things about collecting foreign stamps and 
buying them at auction is the fact that most collectors have not as 
yet gotten so crazy about condition and centering as with U. S. and 
you can have a very nice collection of foreign and enjoy it immensely 
without having it criticized by some of these condition and center- 
ing fanatics. 


One word of advice to any collector who wants to take up a 
new country to collect or specialize. Watch the auction catalogues. 
Watch for a Lot by Country of the country you want and then buy 
it. You will get a remarkable start at a price which in the end will 
amount to less than half of what you would pay for the same stamps 
if picked from any dealers stock. 


By careful buying, any collector can get a heap more for his 
stamp money if he will just be a bit particular about what he buys 
and how he buys it. The auction field is one that will do this for 
you if you really want to find something that will interest you and 
add to your stamp holdings,

Scouts And Scouting 
On The World's Stamps 


by Harry D. Thorsen, Jr. 


For many years I have been 
talking to Boy Scouts about 
stamp collecting and particularly 
about topical collecting. In every 
lot of stamps that boys acquire 
there are some subjects which 
appeal to them, so that there is 
an interesting adventure in col- 
lecting trains, bridges, birds, an- 
imals, famous people or a fav- 
orite activity. 

Collecting Boy Scout stamps is 
fascinating because Scouting has 
become international and the pro- 
gram follows a pattern of good 
will and understanding between 
Scouts of all colors and creeds. 

Eighty-two stamps have been 
issued by sixteen countries where 
Scouting is nationally recognized 
on postal issues as a program 
beneficial to the welfare of their 
vouth. There is a hope that the 
United States will issue a stamp 
in 1950 for the 4t0h anniversary 
of Scouting in America where 
there are two million Boy Scouts. 

During the Boer War, General 
Baden-Powell, the founder of 
Scouting for boys, was honored 
on two stamps of the Cape of 
Good Hope. These were issued 
while he was courageously de- 
fending the besieged town of Ma- 
feking for 215 days. Czechoslova- 
kia called upon the Boy Scouts to 
deliver official mail during 1918 
while the country was being or- 
ganized. Siam overprinted many 
issues for the benefit of Scouting 
in 1920. Hungary included Boy 
Scouts in their athletic stamps of 
1925 and show a Scout bugler 
with a background of tents. Ro- 
mania has honored Scouting with 
the most issues, one illustrating 
the “good turn” for which Scout- 
ing is famous in all parts of the 
world. 

The Netherlands and Dutch 
East Indies advertised the fifth 
international Jamboree in 1937, 
while Lithuania overprinted 
Olympic stamps to honor their 
national Scout Jamboree in 1938. 
Turkey, Bulgaria and Liechten- 
stein illustrate Scouting activities, 
while France in 1947 printed a 5 
franc value to commemorate the 
sixth World Jamboree. 

In 1948 and 1949 the Philip- 
pines, Australia and Japan pic- 
tured Boy Scouts who had served 
their countries during the hard- 
ships of the last war. Nicaragua 
issued stamps and miniature 
sheets to raise money for a new 
stadium in 1949- The Boy Scouts 
are included with other sports 
and activities in both the reg- 
ular postage stamps and the air 
mail stamps. 

With the Scouting movement 
increasing in all parts of the 
world (except the Communist 
areas) as a character building 
program, there will undoubtedly 
be more Scout stamps in the 
years to come.

How 
true this is, I do not know at this 
time, other than that I was anxi- 
ous to get this into circulation 
in order to apprise the public of 
the fact of the deep-rooted and 
keen interest being displayed in 
this unusual series of Air Mails. 

A sharp warning should be is- 
sued, though, and a_ reminder 
given to those who might be anx- 
ious to throw all their monetary 
reserves into the U.P.U. Airs.. 
When the Trans-Pacific Air Mails 
were current, a somewhat simil- 
ar situation arose. Nevertheless, 
in all due respects to the U.P.U- 
Airs, the U.P.U Airs seem to pre- 
sent more of a problem and dif- 
ficulty to the plate blocker in 
first acquiring sufficient quanti- 
ties of plates of these issues.

these lines is as follows: I have 
visited local dealers here in New 
York City and I do not find any 
who have any appreciable stocks 
of the U.P.U.’s, especially the 25c 
denomination. This is apparent- 
ly due to the terrific amount of 
monetary outlay necessary in or- 
der to acquire this type of ma- 
terial. 

Prior to the issuance of the 
three denominations of the Uni- 
versal Postal Union Airs, most 
dealers had set what they thought 
were fair asking prices when 
these stocks of plate number 
blocks would come into their 
hands. In those cases, the aver- 
age asking prices were 70c for 
the 10c value, $1.00 for the 15c, 
and $1.70 for the 25c value. 

Frankly and comparatively 
speaking, at the time the prices 
were fair, but the wheel has been 
turning, and the trend has been 
upwards, so that no later than 
last week asking prices were suc- 
cessively for the 10c, 15c, and 25c 
values at the rate of 80c, $1.10, 
and $1:90. Now, I have been in- 
formed by many dealers that the 
prices will be upped again, and 
it is apparent that in the case of 
the 25c denomination that the 
prices asked will be anywhere 
from $2.50 and up and the 10c de- 
nomination will be bringing in 
the vicinity of $1.00, the 15c, 
which seems to be the more com- 
mon of the three, should bring 
no more than about $1.25. What 
the ultimate result of all this will 
be, I cannot comprehend at the 
present time. 

I would like to call the attention 
of the readers to the fact that 
even before these three denomi- 
nations were placed on sale, I ha 
struck a note of warning and 
stated that there is a very good 
possibility that either one, or 
mayhap all three, of the Universal 
Postal Union Airs will be pretty 
tough to acquire. It is apparent 
that these words are bearing 
fruit. 


During the past few months I} 


have been receiving a flood of let- 
ters containing inquiries 
various people as to what prices 
I pay for plate number blocks. I 
would like to take this opportun- 
ity to request those who write 
to me to first be sure to enclose 
a self-addressed stamped enve- 
lope for their reply, and secondly, 
if possible, not to request prices 
of me inasmuch as this column is 
allocated only for information to 
those collectors who desire to 
value their holdings. 


I cannot accept shipments of 
stamps for the purpose of pur- 
chasing them, nor do I wish to 
make offers for any of the stamps. 


I will be only too pleased to 
place a value on any listings you 
send to me, so long as those list- 
ings are within reason, and do 
not require long lengths of time 
to study. I would appreciate the 
cooperation of all concerned, but 
please, if you expect anyanswer 
to any questions, you submit, in- 
clude a self-addressed stamped 
envelope.
